It  is  my  pri-ra.l©ge  to  present  the  Ajmual  Report  ©n  the  state  of  the  health  of  the 
district  for  the  year  1971o 

From  the  vital  statistics  we  find  some  rise  in  the  populationj,  although  the  birth 
rate  continues  its  downward  trend  and  the  number  of  deaths  increased. 

Once  again  it  is  pleasing  to  report  the  abseno©  of  any  deaths  from  the  commoner 
infectious  diseases  and  from  any  women  as  a result  of  pregnancy. 

It  is  worthy  of  comment  that  the  increase  of  deaths  from  lung  cancer  more  than 
doubled  and  that  the  probable  reason  for  this  is  due  to  the  consumption  of  tobacco,, 

In  November  the  routine  vaccination  of  young  children  against  Smallpox  esased  t® 
be  a recommended  procediire  except  iwhen  travel  to  certain  countries  abroad  was  con=- 
ten^jlatedo  With  this  relaxation  in  the  schedule  it  is  hoped  that  more  attention 
will  be  given  to  the  need  for  vaccination  against  Measles  at  about  one  year  of  age. 
Acceptances  for  protection  against  German  Measles  for  girls  who  reach  the  age  of 
11  years  total  some  65  per  cent  and  with  the  known  risks  in  early  pr®^aancy  for 
the  foetus  in  women  exposed  to  German  Measles  this  again  should  be  recognised  as 
a simple  vaccination  procedure  ^ich  deserves  more  parental  support. 

In  the  summer  months  an  outbreak  of  Cholera  in  Spain  required  the  production  of 
International  Certificates  of  Taccination  against  this  disease  for  those  travellers 
on  their  return  to  Britain,  Surveillance  was  required  in  a few  cases  as  indeed 
is  the  custom  for  the  many  vdio  return  fbom  the  Mediterranean  coastline  with  s3nEptoms 
of  gastrointestinal  igjseto 

The  services  available  to  the  elderly  under  the  co-ordination  of  the  Old  Peoples 
Welfare  Committee  continued  to  e:q)and  in  many  directions  and  these  were^  of  course^ 
supplemented  by  the  more  official  sources  of  help  provided  by  the  Social  Services 
Department  of  the  Co\mty  Council,  The  Windle  Talley  Day  Centre  with  its  project 
for  enlargement  has  proved  especially  popular  and  a variety  of  occupational  and 
recreational  activities  derive  their  origin  from  this  Centre,  ®ie  most  important 
contribution^  however,  for  the  elderly  is  represented  by  the  part  played  by  those 
voluntary  workers  of  all  ages  who  know  the  district  and  its  needs  and  give  s© 
’jnsparlngly  of  their  services. 
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Dr,  Cook,  Director  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  at  Guildford, 
retired  towards  the  end  of  the  year  and  I would  wish  to  thank  him  for  his 
invaluable  help  during  the  many  past  years  in  which  he  has  held  this  office. 

In  conclusion  may  I thank  the  Council  and  the  Clerk  and  aJLl  Chief  Officers 
for  their  help  and  consideration  on  all  health  problems  and  the  General 
Practitioners  for  their  cO“Operation  at  all  times,

A.  substantial  amount  of  the  work  on  the  Scotts  G-rove/Gastle  &ro¥e  sewer  extension 
was  c©n5)l8ted  and  final  con^jletion  and  connection  of  properties  is  e3q)ected  early 
next  yearo 

A scheme  was  prepared  for  the  diversion  and  relief  of  the  Lightwater  trunk  sewer 
and  a contract  was  watered  into  with  a completion  date  of  28th  Jannoary,  1972o 
Although  there  was  some  delay  due  to  deliveries  of  pipes,  the  work  was  well 
advaneed  by  the  end  of  the  year, 

Smll  machines  for  grinding  and  sterilising  sludge  for  use, as  a feirfciliser  were 
installed  at  M^twater  Sewage  Disposal  Works  and  bags  of  approximately  40  lbs 
weight  were  sold  to  the  general  public  at  20p  each.

I ha¥©  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  en'^ironmenta.l  health 
work  of  the  Department  during  1971o 

The  Department  had  no  staffing  problems  during  the  yearj,  and  whilst  it  was 
possible  to  maintain  inspection^  of  various  types  of  premises  at  a reasonable 
level  with  the  increasing  population  of  the  Rural  District  and  the  added  calls 
upon  the  services  of  the  Departmentj,  the  time  available  for  routine  inspection 
ms  soin©'iha,t  liasited® 

JIpplieatioiis  mder  the  Housing  Act  I969  for  In^rovement  Srants  continued  t© 
increase  and  41  grants  were  approved^  con5)ar©d  with  24  in  the  previous  yearo 

Despite  the  provision  of  free  disposal  facilities  at  Si^ft  Lane  Depots  Bagshst 
in  accordance  with  the  Civic  Ameijities  Acts  it  is  discouraging  to  find  that  the 
nuxctoer  ©f  cases  of  indiscriminate  dumping  ©f  refuse  and  abandonment  ©f  cars 
continued  to  inrreaseo 

As  ft’om  1st  Aprilj,  1971  the  Department  took  over  the  respons±bi.lity  for  the 
treatment  of  wasps  nests  and  bees®  This  service  was  carried  out  by  th©  Rodent 
©fficer  and  an  economic  charge  wa,s  ma.de  <,  The  year  was  a particularly  bad  o®.© 
f©r  wasps  and  over  3OO  nests  were  treated  and  destroyedo 

The  weekly  collection  of  refuse  was  maintained  andp  al^ough  there  were  period 
©f  shortage  of  labour j,  the  position  was  no  where  near  as  acute  as  in  previous 
yearso  The  present  incentive  bonus  scheme  on  refuse  collection  was  introduced 
in  JunSp  1970  a^d  by  the  end  of  1971  the  workload  of  the  refuse  collectors 
had  increased  appreciably  as  a result  of  new  properties  and  the  increased 
volume  of  refusea  The  incentive  scheme  is  due  for  review  early  in  1972  „ 

The  cesspool  emptying  bonus  scheme  also  continued  to  work  satisfactorilVo 
The  aim  of  the  Coimcil  is  to  carry  but  the  emptying  of  cesspools  within  nine 
days  ©f  receipt  ©f  request^,  and  although  this  was  done  over  the  ma.jor  part 
of  the  year  there  where  periods  of  the  year  when  due  to  di’iver  shortage  and 
high  seasonal  demand  on  the  service  that  a longer  waiting  peri,®d  was  unavoid^ 
ableo  The  overall  position  should  however  improve  on  ©©j^letion  of  the  main 
drainage  scheme  in  the  Scotts  Grove  Road  area  of  Chobhamo
